Hope For Improvement 

While we are on the subject of hard-surfacing, .it 
is of interest to know that the matter of hard-sur¬ 
facing the four downtown business blocks in Vulcan 
is under consideration by the town council. 

Although nothing definite has been decided as 
yet, present tentative plans call for the gravelling of 
all Vulcan streets this year using crushed rock. Pit- 
run gravel, which has been used on the streets in 
previous years, simply disappears after a period of 
time and the use of crushed rock would effect a def¬ 
inite improvement. 

It is understood that a very favorable price has 
been quoted on hard-surfacing the four blocks of 
streets which form the main business section. If it is 
possible to carry out this program of street improve¬ 
ment this year it would help immeasurably in control¬ 
ling the dust situation which prevails in the summer 
months and is a matter of increasing concern. 

Possibly this matter will be discussed at the 
annual tpwn meeting which will be held Monday 
evening, Feb. 14, and further information may be 
available at that time.

Crown Depth Important to Wheat 

It has recently been found that 
wheat varieties differ somewhat in 
crown depth. For instance Thai • 
cher usually forms crowns deeper 
in the soil than most varieties The 
rrown is an important part of the 
wheat plant, as it is from here that 
the secondary system of roots grow 
out five or six weeks after plant¬ 
ing, and from which stools or till¬ 
ers branch out from the main stem. 
A variety with a dvep crown is 
less subject to injury by spring 
frosts.
